I THINK we all know folk who allow 
health concerns to define everything 
they do. They apply the label them¬ 
selves and then allow everything to 
be filtered via their condition. 

It’s hard to blame them, of course; 
health is something which can play a 
significant role in our lives, influenc¬ 
ing what we do and how we do it.

That 
subsequently led him to pneumonia, 
a liver transplant, an agressive blood 
cancer, the loss of his job and 
breakdown of his marriage. Yet he 
remains positive and refuses to let 
his condition rule his world - despite 
its best efforts. 

He is a man who has faced a life of 
challenges and hurdles and refuses 
to give up. Read his story and 
aside from some of the horrific 
aspects of it, there is inspira¬ 
tion to draw from him and 
what he has experienced. Not 
only has he had to fight 
simply to survive, but his 
bravery in speaking out, to 
coincide with World AIDS Day 
on Thursday, is some¬ 
thing which should 
make you 
compelled to 
hear his story.

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Hospital fears after trust 
unveils major shake-up

AN MP says he will fight any 
potential scheme to move A&E 
services from his constituency 
hospital in a controversial shake-up 
of healthcare provision in Kent. 

Early this week plans were 
unveiled to place specialist services 
currently offered at three hospitals 
in the east of the county into just 
one site. 

Health bosses across the NHS, 
Kent County Council and Medway 
Council have published a ‘health 
and social care sustainability and 
transformation’ plan to improve 
health, wellbeing and standards of 
care across the county in the face 
of a potential £486m budget hole 
by 2020/21. 

In a radical move, the East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust is looking to evaluate 
how services are run at its three 
major hospitals: Kent & Canterbury, 
the William Harvey in Ashford and 
the Queen Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother (QEQM) in Margate. 

However, it is unclear which of 
these will become a ‘super hospital’ 
before firm plans are submitted for 


public consultation in June at the 
earliest. 

Trust chief executive Matthew 
Kershaw said: “Our early thinking 
for our three main hospitals, is to 
have two emergency hospital 
centres which include 24/7 A&E 
and planned care, with one of these 
providing specialist services. 

“The third site would be a 
hospital dedicated to planned care, 
for example hip and knee replace¬ 
ments, and rehabilitation, alongside 


a GP-led urgent care centre. 

“These will be supported by 
strong local care in community 
settings or at home. So, while you 
might not be treated at your closest 
hospital, you will get care at the 
east Kent hospital that can provide 
the best treatment for you.” 

Sir Roger Gale, whose Thanet 
North constituency is home to the 
QEQM Hospital, told us he and his 
fellow MPs would be firmly 
involved in discussions over the 


plans as they develop. 

“I am opposed to any move that 
might affect A&E services,” he said. 

“The geography of east Kent 
unfortunately means the main 
roads do not go to a convenient 
middle - it’s a long haul journey 
from Thanet to Ashford. 

“We have to maximise resources 
and maintain as much healthcare 
locally as possible, but you can’t 
have everything everywhere at the 
top level and we want the top level.” 


Former MP wins race 
to be chair of British 
Olympic Association 


A FORMER Kent MP has been 
elected chairman of the British 
Olympic Association. 

Sir Hugh Robertson, who was born 
in Canterbury and served as 
Conservative MP for Faversham and 
Mid Kent between 2001 and 2015, 
received the backing of the 43 
members of the National Olympic 
Committee to replace current incum¬ 
bent Lord Coe. 

A former minister for sport and the 
Olympics, Sir Hugh played a pivotal 
role in the delivery of the London 
2012 Games. 

Currently vice-chairman of the 
BOA, he stood against Richard 
Leman to win a four-year term as 
chairman, succeeding Lord Coe who 
will now concentrate on his presi¬ 
dency of the International Associa¬ 
tion of Athletics Federations (IAAF) 
after four years in the post. 

Sir Hugh said: “Following on from 
my involvement with London 2012, 
it is a great privilege for me to 
become chairman of the BOA. 


“After the success of Rio 2016, this 
is an extraordinarily exciting 
moment for British Olympic sport. 

“I want to build on this success 
and drive the organisation forward 
both on and off the field of play. 

“I would like to pay tribute to my 
friend and predecessor Lord Coe for 
the positive impact he has had on 
British sport, and in particular Olym¬ 
pic sport and it is with great pride 
that I follow in his footsteps. The 
success of Team GB does not come by 
chance and the meticulous prepara¬ 
tions and dedication to the athletes 
will remain the forefront of our work.” 

The BOA works in partnership 
with its members and key stakehold¬ 
ers to deliver world-leading services 
and support to enable British athletes 
to reach their full potential at the 
Olympic Games, Winter Games and 
other International Olympic 
Committee sanctioned events. 

As chairman, he will lead the BOA 
board in mapping out the future 
direction of the organisation. 


Contaminated earth delays 
A21 dualling by six months 


COMPLETION of the long-awaited 
multi-million pound dualling of the 
A21 near Tunbridge Wells will be 
delayed by six months, it was 
confirmed this week. 

Highways England, which is 
carrying out the work on the stretch 
between Pembury and Tonbridge, 
say it is because of earth removed 
from the site being contaminated 
with asbestos and heavy metals. 


It now means the road scheme, 
to ease one of the county’s most 
notorious traffic pinch points, will 
not be completed until the summer 
of next year. The original comple¬ 
tion date was for next month. 

A spokesman for Highways 
England said: 1 ‘Since this discovery 
we have removed 35,000 tonnes of 
contaminated soil but the extra 
work has delayed us.’ ’ 


Refugee to fight Chris Wells 
for KCC seat in May vote 


A REFUGEE who arrived in Kent 
from Saddam Hussain’s Iraq has 
been chosen by the Labour Party to 
stand against Thanet District Council 
Ukip leader Chris Wells in next 
year’s Kent County Council elections. 

Aram Rawf fled Iraq in 1999 and 
is now a British citizen working as 
an assistant manager at a Broad- 
stairs hotel. He has trained with St 
John’s Ambulance and won tourism 


awards for Thanet. 

Mr Rawf said: “I understand the 
problems of people coming into 
Thanet with nothing and also of 
those who have lived here all their 
lives struggling to survive in deep 
poverty. The policies of the Tory 
government and the Ukip council 
are making things worse.’ ’ 

Elections are due to take place in 
May 2017. 
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Blow as insurance firm confirms 150 jobs to go 


SOME 150 jobs are being lost in Tunbridge Wells after 
an agreement was struck between an insurance firm 
and unions. 

Employees at AXA Insurance’s Century Place office 
in the town will now undergo redundancy consultations 
as it relocates its direct motor claims customer 
operations team to Birmingham in a transition expect¬ 


ed to be completed by May next year. 

Bosses insist the change does not impact the other 
147 staff in the technical operations teams, the engi¬ 
neering teams, nor any other part of AXA’s motor 
claims operation and discussions are in progress with 
AXA PPP Healthcare about the potential for redeploy¬ 
ment of affected staff to its Tunbridge Wells office. 


Family of murdered chef 
vows to fight on as IPCC 
launches investigation

THE family of a Gravesend chef mur¬ 
dered by serial killer Stephen Port 
has vowed to fight on for answers on 
the police handling of the case. 

Daniel Whitworth’s stepmother 
Mandy Pearson supported his grief- 
stricken father Adam throughout 
the trial at the Old Bailey, which con¬ 
cluded with Port receiving a life sen¬ 
tence this week. 

It comes as 17 Met police officers 
face investigation for possible mis¬ 
conduct over the catalogue of fail¬ 
ures in catching the killer. 

Scotland Yard bosses have admit¬ 
ted “potential opportunities” were 
missed and that investigators who 
failed to see “striking similarities” 
between the deaths of four men had 
only patchy knowledge of the use of 
drugs linked to gay sex. 

Watchdog the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) is 
investigating whether homophobia 
played a part in the errors, and the

Met’s advisers from the gay commu¬ 
nity have called on the force to deal 
with “any systemic or cultural is¬ 
sues” that may have come into play. 

Speaking outside court following 
Port’s conviction, Ms Pearson said 


the “circle of camaraderie” among 
the affected families had helped see 
then? through the “dark days”. 

“As for our boy, Daniel, we feel un¬ 
able to comment in any detail at this 
time, suffice to say, we are bereft at 
the loss of such a clever, talented and 
much loved boy and we have yet to 
concentrate on other areas of 
accountability. 

“An investigation is, as I am sure 
you are all aware by now, in the 
hands of the IPCC. The fight goes on 
until all our questions are answered. 

“Our small family has had to en¬ 
dure unspeakable grief, various 
stages of ‘coming to terms’ and face 
up to some of the most incredible 
turn of events in the space of two 
years. It has been difficult to say the 
least and has had a huge impact on 
our lives which will never be the 
same again. We are emotionally and 
physically exhausted. 

“Stephen Port has been found 
guilty of murder and we are one step 
closer to making sure he will never 
have the opportunity to put another 
family through this again.”

Farage could 
'move to US’, 
claim reports 

NIGEL Farage is considering moving 
from his Kent home to start a new life in 
the US, according to reports. 

The interim Ukip leader, who 
currently lives in Westerham and serves 
Kent as a south east MEP, said he had 
got his country back^fter Britain voted 
to leave the European Union in June but, 
according to The Times, wants to make 
the leap across the Atlantic to feel 
“freer” from public attention. 

It comes after president-elect Donald 
Trump tweeted that Mr Farage would 
do “a great job” as the British ambassa¬ 
dor to the US, however Downing Street 
has repeatedly played down any 
suggestion he could be offered such a 
role. 

In response, Mr Farage said it was 
time for Number 10 to recognise that 
“the world has changed”, as he claimed 
he was “in a good position, with the 
president-elect’s support, to help”. 

Earlier this week, he also claimed he’d 
“have to” run for parliament for an 
eighth time were a by-election to be 
triggered in South Thanet over claims 
the Conservatives broke spending rules 
last year. 

He lost out to Tory Craig Mackinlay in 
2015’s general election. 

Mr Farage failed to return calls from 
KoS about a move to the US. 


Police probe into sea 
death at Folkestone 

THE death of a 3 9-year-old woman who was 
pulled from the sea in Folkestone on Tuesday, has 
been referred to the Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC). 

It has been revealed that the evening before 
she died police were contacted in relation to 
concern for her welfare. The referral to the IPCC 
is mandatory in these circumstances. 

A major search operation was launched after a 
woman was reported missing and last seen at 
Folkestone Harbour. She was spotted by lifeboat 
crews and airlifted from the sea and taken to a 
local hospital but did not survive. 

A police spokesman said: “Police are not 
currently treating this as suspicious and a report 
is being prepared for the coroner.” 

Robert Bendhiaf, duty coxswain of Dover RNLI 
lifeboat, said: “We do not yet know the reasons 
why this woman was in the sea, but needless to 
say it is an awful outcome and the crews thoughts 
and prayers are with her family and friends.” 


Rescue mission after 
migrants call 999 

SEVEN suspected migrants were found in a boat in 
the early hours of Wednesday morning in the English 
Channel - three of them suffering from hypothermia. 

A major search operation was put into practice after 
a phone call from the boat was made as it floated off 
the coast of Dover and eventually found at Folkestone 
Harbour. Police, ambulance, coastguard and the 
rescue helicopter were all called into action. 

A coastguard spokesman explained: “A 999 call 
was received at just before 6am and a boat with seven 
people on board including three with suspected 
hypothermia was then found. 

' ‘The search and rescue efforts continued until it 
was established that this boat was the one that had 
made the original call.’ ’ 

Charlie Elphicke, MP for Dover and Deal, said the 
incident showed the need ‘ ‘to be more vigilant than 
ever” following the closure of the Jungle camp at 
Calais, adding ‘ ‘this is yet another sign of the extreme 
lengths people will go to, risking their lives trying to 
break into Britain’ ’. 


PCC to inject £100k 
in restorative justice 

A £100,000 pledge has been made by Kent’s police 
and crime commissioner to provide restorative 
justice services in the county over the next 12 months. 

Restorative justice focuses on the rehabilitation of 
offenders through reconciliation with victims. 

The money, to be shared by Salus and Kent 
Mediation Services, will mean more victims of crime 
will potentially be able to get closure on their ordeal 
and move on with their lives. 

Salus is employed by the Kent Criminal Justice 
Board to train and deliver such services. 

PCC Matthew Scott said: ‘ ‘This is not a form of 
punishment, ffbothparti.es agree, the process is in 
addition to whatever sentence the offender may receive. 

‘ ‘It’s important to stress that if a victim doesn’t feel 
restorative justice is right for them then there is no 
pressure to enter into the process, but at its best it can 
empower victims to understand they are not to blame 
for what has happened.’ ’

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MP’s plan to crack down on 
‘fake' medals gathers steam

A PROPOSED law to prosecute people wear¬ 
ing military medals they have not earned 
would protect genuine heroes, a Tory MP 
has said. 

Dartford’s Gareth Johnson called the prac¬ 
tice “insulting”, as he put forward a private 
member’s bill on Friday that would reintro¬ 
duce legislation making it a criminal offence, 
which would target ‘Walter Mitty’ characters 
who pretend to be something they are not. 

The government has indicated it will sup¬ 
port Mr Johnson’s Awards for Valour (Pro¬ 
tection) Bill, which would carry a three 
month jail term. 

Speaking at the Bill’s second reading in 
the Commons, Mr Johnson said: “To claim 
you’re a military hero when you are not is 
wrong, and to steal valour is wrong. 

“The so-called Walter Mittys, parading 
themselves at Remembrance Service pa¬ 
rades and elsewhere, sporting medals they 
have not earned, is not only insulting, but it 
undermines those veterans who have legiti¬ 
mately earned them.” 

Mr Johnson, who showed MPs his great¬ 
grandfather’s military medal, said the new 
legislation would not stop family members 
from wearing medals their relatives had 


earned. He also said the Bill would be sensi¬ 
tive to those with mental health issues. 

Mr Johnson added: “What I want to do is 
to make sure we catch only those who intend 
deliberately to deceive others.” 

It was backed by Sevenoaks MP and de¬ 
fence minister Michael Fallon and South 
Thanet’s Craig Mackinlay. 

However, Conservative MP for Shipley, 
Philip Davies, said: “Unfortunately I don’t see 
this Bill as either being necessary or actually 
helpful. I very much believe in freedom, warts 


and all. That sometimes means the freedom 
to do daft, stupid and even annoying things 
without the threat of being criminalised.” 

Legislation making the unauthorised 
wearing of medals a criminal offence was 
originally introduced in the aftermath of 
the First World War by the then-secretary 
for war, Winston Churchill. 

It remained on the statute book until 2006 
when the new Armed Forces Act came into 
force and the provisions relating to military 
decorations were not carried over. 


School confirms it is

STROOD Academy is to become part of the Leigh 
Academies Trust in the new year, it has been 
confirmed.

0AP murder hunt 

A MURDER investigation has been launched after 
the death of a 70-year-old man from head injuries 
in Chatham on Tuesday. 

Police were called to an address in Capstone 
Road and the death is being treated as suspicious.

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PM reassures Henderson of 
Brexit Article 50 intentions 



THE prime minister has reassured 
a Kent MP there will be “no attempt 
to weasel out” of triggering Article 
50 and begin the process of leaving 
the European Union. 

A Supreme Court judge said the 
EU referendum was not legally 
binding ahead of the government’s 
appeal against a High Court 
decision saying parliamentary 
approval must be sought before 
triggering Article 50. 

Speaking at Prime Minister’s 
Questions on Wednesday, Tory MP 
for Sittingbourne, Gordon Hender¬ 
son, said: “My constituents voted 
by a margin of 62 per cent to 38 per 
cent to leave the EU. 

“Many of those people are 
unhappy and frustrated by what 
they see as delaying tactics by some 
Remainers who don’t seem to 


understand the meaning of the word 
democracy, which I would remind 
them is government by the people, 
especially rule of the majority.” 

In response, Theresa May said: 
“The vote was held, the turnout 


was high, the public gave their 
verdict. There must be no second 
referendum, no attempt to weasel 
out of this - this is the government 
that will deliver on the vote of the 
British people.” 


Momentum builds again 
over Labour ‘smears’ 


A CONTROVERSIAL left-wing 
activist has called for an 
inquiry into suspensions from 
the Labour Party, which she 
describes as a “witch-hunt”. 

Jackie Walker, a Broadstairs- 
based campaigner in the 
pro-Jeremy Corbyn group, 
Momentum, has twice been 
suspended from the party and 
caused a national stir when 
leaked footage showed her 
saying she had not found a 
definition of anti-Semitism she 
could work with. 

The footage also showed her 
questioning why Holocaust 
Memorial Day was not more 
wide-ranging to include other 
genocides. 

She was removed as vice-chair 
of Momentum days later following 
widespread criticism, including 
from some Labour MPs. 


At a public meeting called by 
Thanet Momentum, on 
Wednesday, Ms Walker said: “I 
believe I and many others have 
been subject to nothing less 
than a witch-hunt to try to stop 
us voting for Jeremy Corbyn to 
be Labour leader. 

“People’s characters have 
been smeared. Members have 
been suspended for no good 
reason. We must have a 
thorough inquiry to find out 
who was responsible and hold 
them to account.” 

Sheree Bell, a former Ram¬ 
sgate resident also suspended, 
added: “We, the purged, have 
been treated with injustice and 
disrespect. The whole thing is a 
disgusting blot on the history of 
the Labour Party.” 

The Labour Party declined to 
comment.

RAIL travellers on the Maidstone East to 
Swanley line faced big delays on Thursday 
after a lorry struck a bridge.

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Look to skies for ‘human swan’

A CONSERVATIONIST 
dubbed ‘the human 
swan’ is set to make a 
record breaking cross¬ 
ing over the English 
Channel next week as she continues a 
remarkable three-month flight on a 
paramotor. 

If she completes it, it would be first 
female solo paramotor crossing of the 
Channel. 

And no sooner has Sacha Dent 
done that, will she continue on her 
journey across Kent, heading over 
Canterbury, Swale, Medway and 
Gravesend. 

She’ll then carry on over Erith be¬ 
fore swapping her paramotor for a 
ride in a dragon boat along the 
Thames, eventually ending up at 
Number 10 Downing Street, where 
she will deliver a petition lobbying for 
swan conservation. 

It all forms part of the conclusion of 
a remarkable three-month mission 
which started in Russia and followed 
the flight of migratory swans as they 
head to England. 

The 41-year-old will have covered 
7,000km by the journey’s end, follow¬ 
ing the route of Bewick’s swans from 
the Russian tundra to Gloucester¬ 
shire, to see the challenges this de¬ 
clining species faces. 


From London the last route of her 
journey will see her joined by 50 oth¬ 
er paramotorists as she flies across 
the Cots wolds. 

Speaking before the journey start¬ 
ed, she said: “My family initially 
thought I was bonkers and that I 
couldn’t pull it off but I think they 


have now realised how passionate I 
am about this, and think I can do it. 

“Although I am essentially going to 
be hanging from a piece of fabric for 
70 days, I can see why people might 
think it’s ridiculous.” 

She has so far survived flying over 
areas where hunters have routinely 


shot the flying swans - impacting on 
their numbers even further. 

Dependent on the weather, the 
flight across the Channel, which will 
see her land in Dover, will take place 
from November 29 to December 3. 
The Kent leg of the journey will follow 
immediately afterwards.

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Hammond’s social care letdown 


Tom Pyman speaks to the county’s chiefs on the chancellor’s Autumn Statement delivered in the House 
of Commons this week, and what it will mean for us as we prepare for Brexit to finally become a reality... 



K ENT’S finance chief has 
admitted his “disappoint¬ 
ment” at the omission of 
additional help for local 
authorities in providing 
social care in Philip Hammond’s Au¬ 
tumn Statement. 

There were sighs of relief at Kent 
County Council 12 months ago when 
the chancellor’s predecessor, George 
Osborne, introduced the ability for 
authorities to raise their council tax 
by an additional two per cent, as well 
as the allowed 1.99 per cent rise, to 
provide more cash for social care. 

While there is no suggestion of that 
precept being scrapped, many were 
baffled to not hear any mention of so¬ 
cial care, or indeed the NHS, in Mr 
Hammond’s statement to MPs on 
Wednesday. 

KCC last month outlined plans to 
slash its own budget by some £108m 
and council chiefs admitted it was 
still feeling the pinch, with an in¬ 
crease in demand for social care and 
cost of services outweighing savings 
of £13.3m it intends to make. 

Deputy leader and cabinet member 
for finance and procurement on 
KCC, John Simmonds and 
corporate director of fi¬ 
nance and procurement 
Andy Wood, told KoS the 
council was hoping for an 
early Christmas present in 
the form of bringing for¬ 
ward the Better Care Fund 
- a pot of cash originally 
designated for health that 
can be used for social care. 

The fund will bring KCC 
£17m in 2018/19 and 
£33m the following year, 
but Mr Wood told KoS prior 
to the Autumn Statement: 

“We can’t wait another 18 
months for that extra fund¬ 
ing to become available. 

“This fund, if we had that now, we 
could start to deal with some of the 
pressures we’re facing because if you 
keep taking £80m out every year for 
six years, there is a limit somewhere 
and we’re getting really close to it.” 

Cllr Simmonds stopped short of de¬ 
scribing the lack of additional fund¬ 
ing for social care as a crisis, but ad¬ 
mitted concern for the future. 

“We have made no secret of the 
strain we are under in meeting social 
care pressures and this was one of the 
things we were really hoping for - 
perhaps the ability to increase the 
precept to three per cent - so to get 
nothing is a disappointment,” he 
said. 

“It’s not a crisis, it can be managed, 
but this is going to stretch us and 
some extra help would have made life 
a lot easier. 

“There may be other things we can 
do, I sincerely hope it doesn’t involve 
further cuts, but we didn’t base our 
budget on getting anything else from 
government. 

“Particularly when you raise coun¬ 
cil tax, local government so often gets 
the blame which is frustrating when 
you have an election coming up. 

“I think there is a general feeling of

ing to support the expansion of exist¬ 
ing grammar schools in each year 
from 2017-18 in addition to its pro¬ 
posals for further reforms - a move 
that was slammed by Labour council¬ 
lors in Medway. 

The party’s spokesperson for children 
and young people, Adam Price, said: 
“We’ve been clear from day one that we 
do not want to abolish grammar schools 
but that we are opposed to the intro¬ 
duction of more selective schools. 

“But, at a time when all schools 
across Medway and the rest of the 
country are struggling to cope finan¬ 
cially as it is, at a time when local 
services are being cut left, right and 
centre and, in an Autumn Statement 
where the chancellor fails to give any 
money to an NHS at crisis point, the 
idea that grammar schools are a pri¬ 
ority is laughable and shameful.” 

While the chancellor announced 
investment in roads and infrastruc¬ 
ture across the country, including 
£220m for “traffic pinch points on 
strategic roads”, there was frustra¬ 
tion as no specific decision was made 
on the Lower Thames Crossing, ear¬ 
marked east of Gravesend to ease 
congestion at Dartford. 

The leader of the Labour Party on 
Dartford Borough Council, Jonathon 
Hawkes, told us: “It’s unacceptable, 
people have had to live with this un¬ 
certainty for years. 

“The latest consultation was in 
March and government experts have 


laid out a clear recommendation, but 
they haven’t taken any decision, it’s 
really disappointing.” 

MP for Dartford Gareth Johnson, 
however, said he wasn’t surprised, in¬ 
sisting any announcement would be 
made by the Department for Trans¬ 
port, rather than the Treasury. 

The South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership (SELEP), meanwhile, 
which works to drive economic 
growth in Kent and Medway, insisted 
it will continue to press the govern¬ 
ment to commit to the crossing plans. 

It welcomed a third round of local 
growth funding from the chancellor, 
who announced £683m to be allocat¬ 
ed across the south east, south west 
and London, with detailed break¬ 
downs of what will go where to follow. 

SELEP has bid for £229m of this 
funding, which would unlock a fur¬ 
ther £75 6m of private sector invest¬ 
ment and other funding, and help 
create 73,672 more jobs and bring 
forward 31,052 new homes across 
the south east. 

Chairman Christian Brodie said: 
“We note that the chancellor was 
very clear on the importance of in¬ 
vesting in infrastructure to boost 
productivity. 

“SELEP notes his commitment to 
this and we will press very hard to en¬ 
sure that government detail their 
commitment to the proposed Lower 
Thames Crossing at the earliest pos¬ 
sible opportunity.” 


acceptance from the public that if 
you’re going to raise it, caring for 
adults and children is where it should 
be spent. 

“They say ‘we don’t like it, but 
okay’ but there is a tolerance limit 
and we may be approaching that 
soon.” 

The frustration was shared at Med¬ 
way Council, whose leader Alan Jar- 
rett told KoS: “It was about what I 
was expecting, to be honest. 

“We’ve got the social care precept 
which they think is the answer to all 
our prayers, but it’s not, we’d very 
much have liked more. 

“I’ve said for a number of years gov¬ 
ernment should take its hands off 
council tax and let local authorities 
levy the amount they feel is 
appropriate.” 

Elsewhere, Mr Hammond froze fuel 
duty for the seventh year in a row, but 
was criticised by campaigners in the 
county for not going one step further 
an introducing a cut. 

Howard Cox, founder of the Cran- 
brook-based FairFuelUK group, told 
KoS: “From our point of view it’s a 
missed opportunity to cut duty by at 
least three per cent. 

“We produced an economic report 


saying it would 
create more jobs 
and I don’t under¬ 
stand why he was 
not bold enough 
because his own 
treasury said lower fuel duty benefits 
the economy by boosting GDP. 

“The support from the likes of 
Helen Grant and Charlie Elphicke has 
been huge and they pushed like mad 
but this was a real opportunity to 
help millions of hard working fami¬ 
lies, small businesses and the haulage 
industry to prosper.” 

Suggesting the chancellor may not 
want to appear to incentivise people 
to use their cars more, co-founder 
Quentin Willson added: “This is not a 
car-friendly budget and the chancel¬ 
lor doesn’t appear to be on the side of 
UK drivers. 

“The government makes these 
claims about helping people but they 
are not taking advantage of things 
that are there that would help them.” 

However, Mrs Grant took her Con¬ 
servative colleague’s announcement 
as positive news, saying: “This freeze 
in fuel duty will help many business¬ 
es in my constituency of Maidstone 
and The Weald and it will give a real 
boost to drivers locally. 

“I wholeheartedly support this step 
and I am grateful to the chancellor 
for listening to our concerns.”

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Failings led to death at station 

Tom Pyman looks at a case which appeared before a tribunal this week over the death of a vulnerable 
24-year-old, mother-of-one, who took her own life after walking out of a mental health unit unchallenged... 



A CATALOGUE of “gross 
failings” by a health trust 
contributed to the death 
of a Folkestone mother, 
an inquest has been told. 
Natalie Gray, 24, died on April 21, 
2015, after jumping in front of a train 
at Barming station. 

She had a long history of mental 
health difficulties and was under the 
care of mental health services after 
attempting to take her own life on a 
number of occasions. 

The ruling prompted the trust in¬ 
volved to implement a major change 
of procedures and “accept fully” the 
damning findings. 

Ms Gray, who had experienced 
abuse as a child, had been having 
suicidal thoughts since 2012 and had 
subsequently split up with her 
partner. 

Shortly after this her father died, 
leaving her feeling suicidal and by 
March 2015, she had attempted to 
kill herself several times. 

The following month she was ad¬ 
mitted to Priority House, the inpa¬ 
tient mental health facility at Maid¬ 
stone Hospital. The Kent and Medway 
NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust assessed her as low risk on 
April 17, 20 and 21 despite having 
expressed clear intent to take her 
own life. 

Staff were not informed at hando¬ 
vers that Ms Gray should be reas¬ 
sessed if she became agitated and 
tried to leave the ward. 

At approximately 3pm on April 21, 
she became very distressed and ex¬ 
pressed a wish to end it all. 

Shortly afterwards she was al¬ 
lowed to leave the ward by a member 
of occupational therapy staff without 
any risk assessment being conducted. 

On realising Ms Gray had left the 
ward, staff delayed looking for her 
and contacting the police, the inquest 
heard, and at approximately 6pm she 
was found dead at the station. 

A jury at Kent and Medway Coro¬ 
ner’s Court concluded that there were 
a number of gross failings by the NHS 
trust which amounted to neglect and 
contributed to her death. 

These included making insufficient 
risk assessments, inadequate hando¬ 
vers between staff, failures to convey 
and enforce the correct procedures 
for informal patient leave to occupa¬ 
tional therapists and failure of occu¬ 
pational therapists to follow those 
procedures. 

The jury also slammed delays in 
commencing a search, delays in re¬ 
porting to Kent Police she was miss¬ 
ing, and failing to provide them with 
relevant information and a failure to 
follow trust policy by not contacting 
next of kin. 

It was noted that it was relevant to 
the circumstances of Ms Gray’s death 
that the trust failed to record infor¬ 
mation provided to them by third 
parties, namely a concerned chaplain 
and Ms Gray’s aunt, Roselin Sayer. 

The jury also noted, by a majority 
of nine to two, that the 999 call taker 
and the back-up police dispatch offic¬ 
er at Kent Police had failed to elicit the 
relevant information from the trust. 


Police chiefs say a full independent 
review of the incident had taken place 
and its response was “appropriate”. 

Ms Gray’s family were represented 
by Heather Williams QC, and Alice 
Hardy, a human rights lawyer at 
Hodge Jones & Allen. 

Ms Hardy said: “Natalie had a trou¬ 
bled upbringing and had been 
suffering from mental health issues 
and self-harming since she was a 
teenager. 

“Her family are devastated by her 
loss and are shocked by the failings of 
those responsible for her care. 

“They believe she should not have 
been assessed as low risk given her 
escalating suicidal behaviour and 
loss of the protective factors in her 
life. 

“The jury’s conclusion that Na¬ 
talie’s death was the result of neglect 
by Kent and Medway NHS and Social 


Care Partnership Trust as a result of a 
catalogue of gross failings by Priority 
House in the days and hours before 
she died signals the need for signifi¬ 
cant changes in how the hospital 
cares for its vulnerable patients.” 

Ms Gray’s aunt, Roselin Sayer add¬ 
ed: “Natalie was a wonderful mother 
who loved her daughter and wanted 
the best for her. Losing her has left an 
enormous hole in our family. 

“It has been a fight every step of the 
way to get to the truth of what 
happened. 

“We were still receiving new infor¬ 
mation half way through the inquest 
that shed light on the quality of her 
care at Priority House. 

“We hope that lessons will be 
learned from Natalie’s case and that 
Priority House will take steps to pre¬ 
vent future deaths by conducting 
proper risk assessments and improv¬ 


ing procedures for allowing patients 
off the wards to ensure that no other 
family has to go through this. 

“I would like to add that through¬ 
out Natalie’s illness the police have 
been supportive and helpful in the 
family’s dealings with them.” 

A spokesperson for Kent and Med¬ 
way NHS and Social Care Partner¬ 
ship Trust said: “Natalie’s death was 
a tragedy. We would like to formally 
offer our condolences to her family 
and friends. 

“We recognise and accept fully the 
findings of the inquest and are deter¬ 
mined to ensure that we continue to 
make changes to ensure that our pa¬ 
tients are safe. 

“We have reviewed our process for 
how we assess and support people who 
want to leave the ward, including how 
we communicate with the police when 
we have concerns for a patient’s safety.” 


A Kent Police spokesperson said: 
“The inquest into the death of Natalie 
Gray concluded on November 22. 

“Kent Police now awaits the final 
report from the coroner into this inci¬ 
dent, and we continue to offer our 
sincere sympathies and thoughts to 
Natalie’s family. 

“The actions of the call taker and 
dispatcher have already been re¬ 
viewed by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission during their 
investigation, who found Kent Po¬ 
lice’s response to be appropriate and 
proportionate. 

“Our control room receives an av¬ 
erage of around 3,500 calls each day, 
and we regularly review the 
level of training for call handlers to 
ensure they have a structured way of 
identifying the threat, harm, risk 
and vulnerability of each and every 
call.”

Why we need 
to grow talent 
to protect our 
rural backbone 

We take a trip to Hadlow College, near Tonbridge, 
to discover why ensuring the future generation 
is exposed to opportunities in land management 
has never been more essential than after this 
year’s decision to leave the European Union...

W HILE campaigners have 
stepped up their opposition 
to development on green 
land across the Garden of 
England in recent weeks, 
work continues on improving land-based in¬ 
dustry in the county. 

Despite the proposal of large-scale projects 
for housing, lorry parks and river crossings, 
Kent of course remains quintessential^ green 
-with 85 per cent of the county currently clas¬ 
sified as rural. 

The need, then, for industries specialising in 
that sector to thrive is fundamental for the lo¬ 
cal economy. 

Once upon a time, there were land-based 
colleges in every county across the UK but to¬ 
day there are barely a dozen, with Kent’s own 
Wye College among those to bite the dust. 

Founded in the 15th century, the college 
specialised in agricultural studies and a well- 
known study and research centre until its clo¬ 
sure in 2009. 

Hadlow College, near Tonbridge, could eas¬ 
ily have suffered the same fate, but succeeded 
in turning around its finances and swiftly 
moved from being rated ‘inadequate’ to ‘good’. 

The Hadlow Group now boasts £100m on 
the balance sheet in terms of net assets, 10,000 
students and 1,400 staff across its empire 
which stretches from Mottingham to Bette- 
shanger and this week beat off rivals from 
across the country to win an award from the 
Institute of Fiscal Turnaround. 

The heart of its rural operations, however, is 
at its Hadlow campus where students under¬ 
take a range of training to best equip them¬ 
selves for an ever-changing industry. 

With funding slashed across the board, the 
college decided on a commercial strategy, 
whereby it runs businesses such as farm shops, 
garden centres, tea rooms and a fisheries com¬ 
plex that make a genuine contribution to the 
rural economy. 

Deputy principal and deputy CEO Mark 
Lumsdon-Taylor told KoS: “When I came here 
from the City, I was very clear we needed to 
make the organisation a business, to ensure 
the students learn how to perform in a busi¬ 
ness so when they leave they are productive 
members of society both economically and 
socially. 

“This is not a factory, it’s not a churn out. 


“We don’t just pay lip service to our business 
partners, we address and structure our cur¬ 
riculum to the needs of the industry and prac¬ 
tice it by making sure every part of the busi¬ 
ness educationally has a commercial arm. 

“We take it really seriously, maybe it’s be¬ 
cause land-based is a little more specialist, but 
I would challenge people in saying that. 

“Land-based is devoted to rural, but it’s no 
different to whether you’re a hairdresser, an 
engineer or a designer, the principles remain 
the same. 

“What point is it having students working 
in commercial arms, training them how to 
lose loads of cash or how to have dead plants? 
But that is what a lot of educational institu¬ 
tions do. 

“They have a ‘training salon’ which is only 
open from 10am to 3pm because that’s when 
the lecturers work, and it’s effectively the blue 
rinse brigade. How is that training students? 

“Everything done commercially is run as 
stand-alone businesses which can stand on 
their own two feet financially. 

“On December 24, we will be open - are any 
other colleges or schools in Kent open? 
Unlikely.” 

Also on the campus is The Hadlow Rural 
Community School - the only free school in 
the country with a dedicated rural ethos. 

Opened in temporary accommodation in 
September 2013 before its new building was 
unveiled this year, students follow the nation¬ 
al curriculum, but in addition, spend one day a 
week involved in land-based studies. 

A total of 15 per cent of the provision is land- 
based and a high proportion of pupils then go 
on to continue their studies in related fields at 
the college. 

“Even though it’s 11 to 16 year olds, the 
quality and standards there are as important 
as if we were running core further education,” 
Mr Lumsdon-Taylor said. 

Head teacher Paul Boxall added: “Land- 
based wise we do pretty much everything: ag¬ 
riculture, horticulture, fisheries, countryside. 

“For example our year sevens will learn how 
to drive a tractor on their own - for them to 
come in and do something that practical is a 
real buzz. 

“We have students travel from Ashford, 
Gravesend, Rochester, Dartford, even Oxted in 
Surrey, they travel quite a way because we’re 
so unique. 

“Ninety per cent of our year 11s last year 
moved on to study either at the college here or 
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at West Kent [another college run by the Had- 
low Group].” 

College bosses say the plan for the school 
stemmed from recognition that the land-based 
sector needed a foundation that would encour¬ 
age new entrants to related industries. 

Of these, food production has been highlight¬ 
ed as a priority, with farming leaders warning 
last year that more than half of the UK’s food 
will come from overseas within a generation. 


Isobel Bretherton, of the National Farmers’ 
Union, told KoS this week the decision to leave 
the European Union has created further uncer¬ 
tainty for the rural industry. 

“We are very keen to ensure that our farmers 
and growers have full, unrestricted access to 
the marketplace and we need freedom of move¬ 
ment of seasonal workers,” she said. 

“Land-based colleges have a massive role to 
play going forward because it’s so important to 


encourage young people to consider life on 
land.” 

Food production is by no means the sole con¬ 
cern, however, with the industry generally fail¬ 
ing to recruit skilled entrants across the board, 
with commercial horticulture in particular re¬ 
cording a global shortage of graduate entrants 
for several years. 

That, staff at the college say, is largely to do 
with the current structure of education in the 


UK, with an emphasis so often on a university 
route for students. 

Head of agriculture, horticulture and rural 
industries, is Scott Clark. 

He told KoS: “The industry is looking for 
higher qualifications than ever before, especial¬ 
ly on the engineering side. 

“When I left school I had a high level of motor 
skills from metal work and woodwork but kids

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leaving at 16 don’t touch it at school because it’s 
all gone out of the syllabus, so they come to us to 
learn those skills. 

“The industry doesn’t want to take them on 
at 16 because they’re hopeless to them, so they 
come to us at 16 and this year 97 per cent of our 
engineers went into the industry.” 

Mr Lumsdon-Taylor added: “I feel really 
strongly that being in further education is not a 
second class route. 

“It offers a whole range of opportunities for 
young people that are incredibly intelligent and 
highly skilled. 

“What we do here is we bring opportunities 
that other people would not have had. 

“If Hadlow College had gone bust and was 
closed down, would it have been re-created in 
today’s day and age? No. 

“There are people with three As who come in 
to do garden design or motor engineering with 
us because we’re specialists and very good at it. 

“Equally there are people who get three Cs 
and have got a brilliant technical brain but 
can’t do exams, who will go into engineering 
and it’s about that understanding. 

“Some 84 per cent of Hadlow students either 
progress in the business or go onto related jobs 
or professions to do with land-based.” 

The college will also be boosted by the launch 
of the government’s apprenticeship support and 
knowledge for schools (ASK) project for year 10, 
11,12 and 13 students, aiming to ensure young 
people are aware of all the options available to 
them. 

Funded by the Skills Funding Agency and Na¬ 
tional Apprenticeship Service, it will offer 
young people across Kent the skills they need to 
get on in work. 

The project will work with teachers, careers 
advisers, parents and governors to support 
schools and ensure they meet their statutory 
duties regarding the provision of impartial In¬ 
formation Advice and Guidance (IAG) in rela¬ 
tion to apprenticeships and traineeships.

A core part of the ASK project includes identi¬ 
fying and recruiting 1,000 ‘apprenticeship 
champions’ in schools across England to sup¬ 
port the promotion of apprenticeships in their 
local areas. 

Skills and apprenticeships minister, Robert 
Halfon, said: “I am committed to transforming 
this country into an apprenticeship nation. 

“Initiatives like ASK and the apprenticeship 
champions are essential to spreading the mes¬ 
sage that quality apprenticeships are a ladder of 
opportunity for all ages and all backgrounds.” 
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‘I was infected with HIV at school’ 


In a remarkable interview to coincide with World AIDS Day, Lee Stay goes public for the first time 
about how he was infected with HIV as a teenager through the contaminated blood scandal at the 
very height of the epidemic’s terror and the chain of health crises it sparked. Chris Britcher reports... 


I T WAS 1986. The height of the fear over 
the AIDS epidemic and the world was 
gripped by the emergence of an illness 
which was spread, primarily at least, 
through sexual contact. 

Lee Stay was just 16 at the time. A haemo¬ 
philiac, a condition which prevents the blood 
from clotting normally, he attended a special 
school where his condition could be monitored 
and treated carefully, having been sent there 
by his local authority at the age of 11. 

Treloars College in Hampshire was a board¬ 
ing school which specialised in providing an 
education for the disabled. In addition, it had a 
specialist unit attached to it for haemophiliacs. 

When Lee had joined the school, he was 
among around 50 other youngsters there who 
suffered from the condition. The most common 
treatment was the injection of a blood product 
called Factor VIII. Formed by donors’ blood, it 
provided the ‘factor VIII’ needed for the blood 
to clot for short periods of time. It was a com¬ 
mon treatment and allowed haemophiliacs to 
live a relatively normal life. 

But on a fateful day in 1986, Lee was told 
something which would change his life forever. 

“I was having bleeds on average once a 
week,” he explains to KoS, “and every time I 
needed treatment I was having Factor VIII. I 
must have started on it back in the late 1970s, 
and that continued at Treloar’s. 
kentnews.co.uk kent-life.co.uk 


“But then, when I was around 16, the college 
called me in and said I was HIV+. They thought 
I had been infected in 1983.” 

He, along with almost all of his fellow hae¬ 
mophiliacs at the college, had been infected. 
Victims of the blood contamination scandal. 

Caused by drug companies responding to a 
relentless demand for Factor VIII, donors were 
sought wherever possible. Often sourced in the 
US, prisoners, drug addicts and the homeless 
were frequently used. The result was that in¬ 
fected blood was then used and illnesses spread. 
Most notably, HIV and Hepatitis C. Infected 
blood was used throughout the 1970s and 
1980s before the dangers finally saw tighter 
safety introduced. Far too late, however, for 
many. 

“I’d seen the campaigns and knew all about 
HIV and AIDS,” explains Mr Stay, who has 
lived in Kent for many years, first in Dover and 
now in Ramsgate. 

“I was shocked. Basically you’re told it’s not 
affecting you at the moment, but that you were 
not expected to live more than 10 years. 

“At that age, you think about how it’s passed 
on. Having sex with other people and forming 
relationships go out of the window because it’s 
put you in a position to infect others. 

“We were told how we had become infected. I 
was told when there were very few in the col¬ 
lege at the time. I subsequently discovered 
North & West 


there were a large number of haemophiliac pu¬ 
pils infected in the same way. 

In 2015, we knew that 64 at that centre had 
died, since then we know that total is now at 
least 72. Most of my haemophiliac friends at 
the college are now dead; I think I’m the only 
one from my year who survived. Most died in 
the early to mid 1990s.” 

It is believed some 1,274 haemophiliacs were 
infected with HIV through contaminated 
blood. Of whom, just 256 still survive today. 
But they carry some heavy scars. 

The fact that Mr Stay, now 47, is still here to¬ 
day says much about the treatment for the ill¬ 
ness - but perhaps more about his remarkable 
ability to be taken to the brink of death over 
and over again and somehow survive to fight 
another day. 

Because HIV has been just the tip of an ice¬ 
berg for a man whose life may have become de¬ 
fined by his illness, but whose positive outlook 
and mental attitude makes him determined not 
to have become a victim of it. 

He has been forced to have a liver transplant, 
narrowly avoided death after pneumonia rav¬ 
aged him, spent months undergoing gruelling 
chemotherapy for cancer, lost his job and his 
family. And all as a direct result of blood con¬ 
tamination caused by a product that was pro¬ 
vided by the NHS. 

He has never spoken publicly of his HIV be- 
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fore - even some of his closest friends are una¬ 
ware. But he is now keen to highlight not only 
that those with the condition can now control it 
and live good lives, but also to add his voice to 
the growing chorus of those infected by con¬ 
taminated blood and a desire for proper com¬ 
pensation and an openness into just how such a 
calamity could befall so many. 

Yet he refuses to let his challenging life slow 
him down or lessen the “positive attitude” he 
says is embedded within him. 

He left college facing a death sentence, but 
continued to university where he completed a 
degree at Portsmouth and, in 1992, started 
work for the ferry firm P&O as a trainee before 
moving up through the ranks. 

“Because of the stigma around HIV I didn’t 
want to shout about it - only close family know. 
There is, even today, still a stigma attached.” 

After altering the way generations conducted 
their sex life through the 1980s and 1990s, and 
riding on the back of a huge wave of publicity, 
today having HIV is controllable courtesy of 
what is known at antiretroviral therapy (ART). 

It’s not a cure, but the combination of medi¬ 
cines can control the virus so sufferers can live 
a longer, healthier life and reduce the risk of 
transmitting HIV to others. It should also pre¬ 
vent the onset of AIDS. 

World AIDS Days takes place on December 1 
- an annual global event for raising awareness, 
trying to shrug off that stigma, and tackling the 
challenges elsewhere in the world, where it con¬ 
tinues to be a major problem. 

The condition weakens the immune system 
and leaves a victim unable to fight off 
infections. 

“Around 19951 became quite ill and had to go 
to hospital,” Mr Stay recalls, “and it turned out I 
had contracted PCP - a severe form of pneumo¬ 
nia caused by HIV infection. 

“I was very ill at this time. Drugged up to the 
nines on steroids, in hospital for weeks. 

“Of course, I know now that many others 
must have died from this same condition around 



that time. I survived it and they put me on a 
combination of drugs which have kept it at bay 
ever since.” 

For Mr Stay, however, HIV is just one part of a 
complex jigsaw of health problems caused by 
that batch of contaminated blood he was ad¬ 
ministered as a teenager. 

Like many other haemophiliacs treated with 


blood products, he also received Hepatitis C, a 
condition which attacks the liver. 

By around 2003, P&O shut its Portsmouth 
operations and Mr Stay sailed off to a new role at 
its Dover base, gaining a promotion and becom¬ 
ing a specialist in stock control systems 
shoreside. 

“I saw a haemophilia specialist in Canterbury 


who told me that at some point something need¬ 
ed to be done about my liver. He sent me to 
Kings in London for blood tests and within an 
hours of those results they told me I need urgent 
treatment. The only option was a liver 
transplant.” 

After around two years on the waiting list, he 
finally secured a donor and the transplant took

WORLD AIDS Day takes place on Thursday 
December 1, with a series of events taking 
place across the world to mark the occasion. 

Outside Westminster, there will be a protest 
taking place from 1 lam where members of the 
haemophiliac community will be raising 
awareness of the impact of contaminated 
blood and HIV infection. 

A candle will be lit for all of those haemo¬ 
philiacs who have died. 

Lee Stay will be among those travelling to 
London to take part. 

He explains: ‘World AIDS Day is a reminder 
of the haemophiliacs and friends we’ve lost 
over the years. I used to be in a pop group in 
school and someone found a picture of six of 
us and I’m the only one still surviving. That 
brings it home.” 



place in 2007 - keeping him bed ridden, and off 
work, for several months. 

The year before, he had started seeing a wom¬ 
an with a number of children from previous re¬ 
lationships. She was aware of his condition. 

The internet had allowed him to chat to wom¬ 
en and be open and honest about his condition. 

He explained: “I was always clear and told 
them about my infection before meeting any¬ 
one. If they said no at that point then that was 
fine. There was a safety by being online. 

“My partner knew the risks at the time, felt 
she could handle it, but then she worried and we 
split up. After the transplant we got back to¬ 
gether and married in 2008.” 

As is so often the case, it is the weight of pres¬ 
sure on the shoulders of loved ones that can 
have the biggest impact on the victim. And Mr 
Stay had little family to fall back on. 

“My mother passed away in 1985, so before it 
cropped up,” Mr Stay remembers, “and my fa¬ 
ther died in 1989 when I was 19. Dad was 
aware of the HIV but we never really spoke 


about it to be honest. There wasn’t much else to 
discuss.” 

Life had more hurdles just around the corner. 

In October 2008, he was made redundant 
and left with a pay-off which kept him afloat for 
around a year. He threw himself, instead, into 
family life. 

However, ill health plagued him and he has 
not held down a full-time job since. 

“Obviously money started becoming an is¬ 
sue,” he says of life after redundancy. “There 
was a lot of pressure on the relationship and it 
became a struggle. We split up late 2009. 

“We stayed closed, and when my home in Do¬ 
ver was repossessed, and she couldn’t look after 
the kids on her own, I moved in with her at her 
home in Ramsgate, but just as friends as we still 
got on well.” 

Now divorced, she has now moved out of the 
county, but he remains close to her children; 
one of whom continues to live with him. 

His income today comes from the modest 
sums paid from organisations to help those 


caught up in the blood scandal and benefits. 

However, having lost his job and relation¬ 
ship, more problems lurked around the corner. 

“In around December 2013,” he says, “I had 
been feeling ill and had been since about the 
October. But I couldn’t pinpoint what it was. I 
was getting a pain down the right side so I went 
to the doctors. They had recently changed my 
medication. The consequences of switching 
meant far from making me better it made me 
worse. 

“I went for tests to try and work out what was 
wrong. They discovered my kidneys were se¬ 
verely affected and found this mass attached to 
the tube between bladder and kidney.” 

The diagnosis was Burkitt Lymphoma, a very 
aggressive form of blood cancer - caused by the 
HIV- sparked by a low immune system. 

He was sent back to Kings where they started 
on an aggressive form of chemotherapy. It in¬ 
volved him having to stay in hospital for treat¬ 
ment on a daily basis and often over 24-hour 
periods. He would spend four months receiving 
the treatment. 

Ironically, the liver transplant had solved 
the haemophilia problem. However the chemo¬ 
therapy reduced the platelets in the blood 
which then made it unable to clot naturally 
again. 

While in hospital he knocked his head and 
suffered a major bleed on the brain. He had to 
have a hole drilled in his skull to ease the 
pressure. 

“You really couldn’t make this up,” he says 
with a wry smile. He finally returned home in 
June but needed twice-weekly trips to hospital 
during which he had frequent blood transfu¬ 
sions. Any hopes of holding down a job were 
further eroded. 

“At the end of August 2014 they called and 
said they thought the mass had got bigger - so 
worse rather than better. 

“At that point they said there was nothing 
else to do. 

“But then they sent me to St Thomas’ in Lon¬ 
don and they checked again and came to the 


conclusion it was actually getting a little smaller.” 

Referred back to Kings, it continued to 
shrink. Incredibly, he had escaped another 
killer illness. Today the lymphoma is 
undetectable. 

Remarkably, his HIV is now so well control¬ 
led that too is barely detectable in his body. He 
was given early access to a pioneering new 
Hepatitis C drug and that has proved successful 
too - also now undetectable. 

With the liver transplant solving the haemo¬ 
philia he is, today, perhaps in better condition 
than ever before. 

“I do feel better in myself,” he says. “It’s been 
a very long road with plenty of knockbacks, 
and you never know what’s round the corner. 
I’ve had so many traumas you can never feel 
confident going forward. 

“It is a lot for one person to cope with and 
plenty of other people may have given up a long 
time ago, but life goes on. You get knocked back 
by something, you climb back up, and then 
something else knocks you back. The only way 
I can deal with it is put it to the back of my mind 
and fight on. 

“What makes it hard is that none of this was 
my fault. I would have had none of it if it hadn’t 
been for the contaminated blood. 

“The thing is all these things in combination 
has finished up with me having no relation¬ 
ship, no job and struggling to get by. 

“Yes, there is some anger there especially as 
things have emerged that the authorities were 
aware of the risk before I got HIV. That things 
could have been dealt with a lot earlier. That 
creates a certain amount of anger. 

“But I can’t let the anger dominate because it 
will have a detrimental effect on my health and 
it would just take over my life. 

“But life has been a constant struggle. I was 
in a £30,000 job up to transplant to have that 
taken away, to have gone through a divorce, 
and I don’t feel confident about having a rela¬ 
tionship now, 

“I don’t want to go there now. I’d rather just 
get on with life.”

Regeneration laps 
at riverside shores

R egeneration has 

sat at the very heart of 
Medway’s progress 
for many years - part¬ 
ly fuelled by the proc¬ 
ess of transforming its industrial 
past into an area fit for purpose in 
the 21st century. 

The liberation of land once 
used for factories or the town’s 
historic dockyards, continues to 
change the demographic and the 
landscape, and one of the biggest 
is continuing to grow. 

The Rochester Riverside devel¬ 
opment is an ambitious £400 
million scheme which will bring 
with it new homes, a boost to 
transport infrastructure and 
more besides. 

The big money contract for the 
scheme was awarded earlier this 
year by Medway Council to Coun¬ 
tryside and The Hyde Group to 
develop around 1,300 new 
homes, of which a quarterlvill be 
affordable housing, and half suit¬ 
ably sized for families, to trans¬ 
form the 74-acre site which ad¬ 
joins the historic town centre and 
the new railway station. 


However, council bosses insist 
it’s not just homes and jobs that 
the project will deliver, but a 
number of other benefits includ¬ 
ing a range of publicly accessible 
open spaces, retail and leisure fa¬ 
cilities as well as improvements 
to the gateways between the Riv¬ 
er Medway and Rochester High 
Street. 

Specifically, these would in¬ 
clude a new community based 
primary school, a nursery, ho¬ 
tels, bars and restaurants, a gym, 
healthcare facilities, office space 
and a number of retail units. 

The development is part of the 
local authority’s 20-year regen¬ 
eration plan, devised to help meet 
the needs of Medway’s growing 
population. 

The first planning application 
on the site is set to be submitted 
before the end of the year, and if 
given the green light by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning chiefs, work will be 
underway by late 2017, with 
completion expected in 2029. 

In terms of work already done, 
development has so far focused 
on the southern end of the site, 
with 73 homes delivered along¬ 
side major infrastructure im¬ 
provements such as the construc¬ 
tion of the Doust Way link road, 
the Southern Gateway public 
square and improvements to the 
Bath Hard Lane gateway. 

Those homes are now fully oc- 


opened. 

The nearby railway station, 
which was opened by the Duke of 
Kent at the end of last year follow¬ 
ing a £26m refurbishment, is 
now located in a more central lo¬ 
cation with better transport links 
than its predecessor, as well as a 
longer platform, allowing 12-car 
trains to stop at the station. 

Ensuring good access between 
the station and the Riverside de¬ 
velopment is one of the key priori¬ 
ties of the project. 

Rochester Riverside is a project 
managed in partnership by Med¬ 
way Council and the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA). 
Both organisations have invested 
substantial funds in preparing 
the site, flood defences, remedia¬ 
tion and engineering works to 
enable the comprehensive rede¬ 
velopment of the site. 

Rochester Riverside plays a 
part in Medway’s long term re¬ 
generation programme which 
aims to transform the area into a 
city of 300,000 people over the 
next 20 years. 

In total, the programme is 
hoped to create more than 
20,000 new jobs, up to 16,000 
homes and relevant retail and lei¬ 
sure facilities, as well as major 
transport infrastructure. 

Medway has been in a state of 
reimaginging since the Naval 
dockyard shut in 1984 with the 
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Woodville Place, Gravesend, Kent, DAI2 1DD

Discovering fascinating hidden past 


HIDDEN HISTORY

T HERE are few places in 
Kent where the weight of 
history puts such pres¬ 
sure on the present and 
future than across the 

towns. 

From the castle and cathedral in 
Rochester to the dockyards along 
the River Medway, a rich and glori¬ 
ous past is very much evident. 

But often they obscure the count¬ 
less other places and destinations 
which part so much part of the ar¬ 
chitecture of the area it is easy to 


overlook them. 

Take, for example, the Rochester 
Bridge - an ornate, impressive 
crossing which thousands of mo¬ 
torists and commuters pass over or 
next to each and every day. 

Did you know the Rochester Bridge 
Trust, which maintains it, has exist¬ 
ed since the 14th century, and main¬ 
tains many of the crossings across the 
Medway, funded by land presented to 
it all those years ago? 

Then there is Upnor Castle from 
where the many canons once drove 
back a marauding Dutch navy. The 
Elizabethan fortress was ideally 
placed to protect our own fleet 
moored at Chatham, but one epic 


battle later, failed. 

The Mausoleum in woodland 
near Strood was to be the new buri¬ 
al place for the Earls of Darnley after 
their tomb at Westminster Abbey 
was filled. 

After decades of decay when it be¬ 
came a play-place for morbid 
schoolchildren who dared to climb 
inside the tunnelled tombs, it was 
taken in by the National Trust and 
completely renovated. 

A spokesman for the trust ex¬ 
plained: “The Earls of Darnley were 
usually buried in Westminster Ab¬ 
bey, but by the late 18th century, 
their vaults were full. 

“In his will, the 3rd Earl, John 
Bligh, left instructions for a mauso¬ 
leum to be built in Cobham Park, 
where he and his descendants could 
be laid to rest in a grand manner.” 

The Berengrave Nature Reserve 
is always good a visit for wildlife. 
The Friends of Berengrave said: “We 
have all sort of species of mammals, 
birds, reptiles, insects and aquatic 
life. Up to now, 625 species of fauna 
have been reported, and 112 species 
of birds have been seen.” 

Temple Manor in Strood was 
once a must-visit for Strood school- 
children and is now in the hands of 
English Heritage. 

A spokesman said: “It was built in 
the 13th century by the Knights 
Templar, a military and religious 
order founded during the Crusades. 
Located to the west of the River 




Medway, the hall was designed to 
provide lodging for dignitaries trav¬ 
elling between Dover and London. 

“Now standing in an industrial 
estate, the manor is a fine example 
of a medieval building and includes 
fascinating traces of wall paintings 
in the first floor hall.” 

Fort Amherst is famous locally 
for its spooky Halloween tours, but 
is also well worth a visit at any oth¬ 
er time. Another fortress built and 


designed to repel any enemy ships 
careless enough to wander into the 
River Medway area. 

And that’s before we begin on 
Charles Dickens’ well recognised 
roots here - perhaps most notable 
with the chalet, moved from his 
family home in Higham after his 
death, and now in the grounds of 
Eastgate House in Rochester High 
Street. A hidden gem and one of so 
many right here in Medway.

T HE timing might seem 
ironic: in yet another week 
when figures are published 
highlighting the country’s 
housing crisis, 120 people 
gathered at Lympne Castle to oppose 
Shepway District Council’s plans for a 
new garden town of 12,000 homes at 
Otterpool, just off the M20, near 
Folkestone Racecourse. 

No doubt most if not all of the at¬ 
tendees are comfortably settled in 
homes of their own. ‘Nimbyism’ will 
be the predictable cry of those in fa¬ 
vour of the scheme. 

However, to make this accusation 
is to ignore the concerns and does not 
do justice to residents. 

First, there is the sheer scale of the 
development, albeit one that will be 
phased over multiple years. The 
12,000 homes are in addition to, not 
instead of, the 8,000 homes within 
Shepway District Council’s places and 
policies Local Plan, which has recent¬ 
ly been out to consultation. 

The 20,000 homes that would stem 
from these two sources, aside from 
any others that materialise, would in¬ 
crease the population of the district by 
a staggering 41 per cent. Otterpool 
alone would be twice the size of Hythe. 
This is all happening in a corner of 


the country that includes the M20, 
the Eurotunnel infrastructure, High¬ 
speed 1 and, if Highways England has 
its way, will soon also be foisted with 
an appalling and unworkable 250- 
acre lorry park, to add to the existing 
smaller lorry parks. 

The transport links are one of the 
main ‘selling points’ for Otterpool but 
also mean that many local communi¬ 
ties have already been blighted. And 
those transport links are all aligned 
with moving into and out of the dis¬ 
trict, not moving within it. 

Otterpool looks, for all the market¬ 
ing spin being employed by the dis¬ 
trict council, as though it could easily 
become a commuter town for Lon¬ 
don, populated by people priced out of 
the capital. 

It is perfectly pertinent to ask, is 
this area suitable for a development of 
the scale of Otterpool? How will the 
road infrastructure cope? Where will 
the water supply come from in a 
county that is already extremely wa¬ 
ter-stressed? How will adult and chil¬ 
dren’s social services and the NHS 
manage, when these services can 
barely cope at present? What about 
air and noise pollution, both of which 
are currently woefully ignored. And, 
of course, where will be the jobs to 


support the population explosion? 

It is also the case that Shepway Dis¬ 
trict Council, for all of the taxpayers’ 
money spent on consultants, does not 
do itself any favours when dealing 
with its residents. Otterpool kicked off 
on the wrong footing. 

The council spent £5.2 million to 
buy an initial 357 acres of farmland 
in November 2015 using ‘urgent 
powers’ by the chief executive and 
there were pronouncements at the 
time that this was not intended for 
development. 

The touting of garden towns by 
central government happened soon 
after and, sure enough, that parcel of 


land became part of the rapidly un¬ 
veiled Otterpool plans. Too much 
goes on behind closed doors and 
without transparency. 

The council is talking about how 
working alongside a developer, rather 
than just handing over the land for 
third-party development, means it 
can direct the project, to ensure 
things like ‘long-term stewardship of 
assets managed in perpetuity for 
community benefit’. Whatever that 
means. 

Reading between the lines, it is basi¬ 
cally saying that there is less chance of 
Otterpool being a soulless, uninspir¬ 
ing sprawl because the council can 


ensure open spaces, encourage walk¬ 
ing and cycling, insist on higher qual¬ 
ity and more environmentally-friend- 
ly building designs than the statutory 
requirements, and so on. This might 
win over some people but it might be 
met with considerable scepticism by 
many, who are only too familiar with 
developer-speak, leafy drawings, and 
fine aspirations that are far removed 
from the eventual reality. 

It is for the district council to win 
the arguments on Otterpool. It can¬ 
not adopt a bunker mentality and dis¬ 
miss opponents as nimbys as this 
would do a disservice to those it is 
meant to serve.

Longtime fan, Ben, takes to the stage to recreate his idol’s moves and vocals... 


O NE of the most influen¬ 
tial artists of all time, 
Michael Jackson’s ca¬

And the C-HR, arriving in January, 
could be the most interesting crosso¬ 
ver to hit the market so far; a sharp 
contrast to its dreary predecessor, the Urban 
Cruiser (2009-2012). 

Costing from £20,995 in petrol format and 
rising to £27,995 for the hybrid variant in 
flagship Dynamic trim, the C-HR has potential 
‘cult car’ written all over it, providing it drives 
better than the ill-fated Cruiser - which won’t be 
hard. 

Such appeal comes from SUV-inspired coupe 
styling. Like the rival Nissan Juke - which helped 
drive the Urban Cruiser to its ignominious end 
- it won’t get plaudits for the raked and cramped 
rear roofline and headroom, but it will turn 
heads. 

The styling isn’t too close to the Juke’s Marmite 
variety though, where you love it or loathe it. 

It’s a clever car too, sharing the platform and 
offering the 1.8-litre petrol-electric powertrain of 
the Prius hybrid, with an all-wheel drive too. 

Standard kit includes dual-zone automatic 
air-con, 17-inch alloys, auto wipers and a smart 
touchscreen with integrated reversing camera. 

Interestingly, rather than camouflage the 
screen into the dashboard, Toyota has created a 


standalone position jutting from the middle of a 
front cabin and dashboard that is more 
interesting than we have seen for some time on 
a Toyota. 

The newcomer is said to rival the Nissan 
Qashqai and VW Tiguan for size, but the C-HR 
looks more likely to forge a sporting crossover 
niche all its own. 


Toyota has even said it will produce a 
competition version, which will do its image no 
harm. 

Hyped in that way, it could become another 
car bought as much for profile as what it 
delivers as a car, as in the case of the MINI, Fiat 
500 and DS3, in the ‘manbag/handbag’ 
car-buying sector. 
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Outlander PHEV drives the 'Mitsi' revival 


Japanese marque has trashed its typecast image as a 4x4 and pick-ups specialist 
and become more mould-breaking and technology-led, writes Steve Loader... 



F OR years Mitsubishi’s UK 
sales relied on the vener¬ 
able Shogun off-roader and 
‘Tonka Toy’ L200 pick-up 
- popular with private 
buyers as well as builders and 
farmers. 

But the Japanese marque’s 
registrations have leapt more than 
60 per cent so far this year and 300 
per cent in October. OK, so its UK 
market share is still less than a half 
per cent, but growth like that is 
always welcome and it’s all down to 
the mould-breaking Plug-in Hybrid 
Electric Vehicle (PHEV) version of its 
Outlander SUV launched earlier this 
year. 

The hybrid format works better on 
bigger cars where the extra weight 
and bulk of two powertrains and a 
battery pack is more easily absorbed 
within the overall vehicle. 

So, hidden beneath the chunky 
exterior of this third generation 
Outlander is no less than 200bhp, 
comprising a 120bhp 2.0-litre petrol 
engine and two 40bhp electric 
motors, each driving a separate axle 
to enable the PHEV to offer 4x4 if 
necessary. 

But don’t get the idea all this 
combines to endow the PHEV with 
phenomenal performance; the petrol 


unit is mainly used to charge the bat¬ 
teries en route to keep the car rolling 
in electric vehicle (EV) mode after the 
car’s plug-in charge - good for 
around 30 miles - has run out. 

This set-up avoids the range 
anxiety of a full electric car, while 
fuel costs are virtually zero if 


you keep the car topped up with 
electricity. 

The PHEV is also road tax exempt 
due to low emissions while the entry 
price of just £28,304, after the 
£5,000 Government plug-in car 
grant, is the same as the Outlander 
diesel equivalent, making it a 



bargain - particularly for tax-con¬ 
scious company car user choosers. 
They will pay just five per cent 
Benefit in Kind tax - while rivals 
driving a conventional equivalent 
could be hit by 25 per cent or more. 

And there’s no congestion charge 
for London commuters either - you

start to see why Mitsubishi is on a bit 
of a roll. 

So what’s the catch with the 
PHEV? 

Well, the styling of the latest 
generation Outlander is a slight step 
backwards from the previous car; 
less sharply defined and more 
anonymous, and the PHEV version 
loses the option to have seven seats 
- but it has no hybrid rivals offering 
that either at present. 

The Outlander is also set up for 
comfort rather than a sporting drive, 
though this should suit most would 
be buyers, who will want the car for 
its impressive people and load-carry¬ 
ing capacity, generous specification, 
hard-wearing and good quality 
trimming, 4x4 ability to cover 
rougher ground without too much 
jolting and, of course, the economy 
and tax savings available for such a 
big car.

M otability has 

radically changed the 
way disabled people and 
their families live their 
lives. 

Motoring for the disabled used to be 
limited to those who could drive 
themselves, and usually in the form of 
a notoriously unstable three-wheeler 
‘Invacar’, with a lot of in-built stigma, 
but room for the driver only - not 
much use for families - and a tendency 
to tip over on corners or in high winds. 

That changed with the launch of the 
Government-backed Motability 
charity in 1978, which calculated an 
allowance that disabled people could 
use towards a vehicle of their choice. 

The Government-backed scheme 
enables them to get on the road for 
much less than it would cost to buy or 


lease a new or nearly new car 
privately, and helps them and their 
families with potentially costly 
adaptations for controls or wheelchair 
access. 

On top of that, the scheme’s regular 
payments can take care of everyday 
running costs, from insurance, 
maintenance and repairs, to break¬ 
down assistance - a huge reassurance 
when motoring costs are soaring. 

What is more, Motability does not 
insist that the disabled person is the 
driver; the car is made available for the 
benefit of that person, which means 
that up to two other named drivers 
can be on the car’s insurance cover 
instead of the disabled person.

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Top tips on making your Motability choice 



Small cars 

Tend to have the lowest advance 
payments, running costs and C02. 
Two to three-door cars generally 
have wider doors with larger 
opening angles, which makes access 
easier, but closing the doors and 
fitting in narrow parking spaces may 
be harder. Four to five-door cars 
benefit from superior back seat 
access - useful if you often have more 
than one passenger. 

Medium cars 

Often sold as hatchbacks and will 
have a slightly bigger boot than a 
small car, but the same door 
arguments apply. 

Family cars 

Family cars are large four-door 
saloons or five-door hatchbacks and 
are considerably larger than medium 
sized cars. Hatchbacks usually have 
the best boot capacity. 

Crossovers 

As the name implies, these versatile 
models merge several sectors: family 
hatchbacks and (see later) MPVs and 
SUVs. 

Estate cars 

Usually longer than a standard 
saloon or hatchback, with useful 
space for mobility aids in the boot, 


but this can add to the car’s bulk so 
make sure you check it out with a 
test drive before committing. 

Multi-purpose vehicles (MPV) 

Ranging from small to large, MPVs 


can seat up to nine people. The seats 
are higher, with more headroom, 
legroom and width. Some have 
large sliding side doors, which 
obviously improve access for those 
with disabilities. 


4x4 and Sport Utility Vehicles 
(SUV) 

The term ‘4x4’ is usually used to 
describe vehicles designed for 
off-road use, which generally have 
higher ground clearance. Until 


recently, all 4x4s had 4-wheel drive, 
but many people now buy for the 
SUV styling and opt for a front-wheel 
drive version to save fuel. 

Wheelchair Accessible Vehicles 
(WAVs) 

WAVs are cars converted to carry 
passengers travelling in their 
wheelchair or those who wish to 
drive from a wheelchair. WAVs may 
be best if you have trouble getting in 
and out of the car from your 
wheelchair and would prefer to 
remain in it when travelling as a 
passenger. WAVs come in different 
sizes and have many standard 
features.

Kent find out who they will play next year as fixtures revealed

GLOUCESTERSHIRE will be the first 
visitors to the Spitfire Ground next 
year after the county championship 
fixtures were revealed this week. 

Kent kick off their promotion hopes 
on April 7 at home before making the 
short trip to Sussex the following 
week. 

In a schedule shake-up for 2017, 
the Royal London One-Day Cup 
group stage takes place early season 
before the NatWest T20 Blast begins 
in a new mid-summer slot. 

The One-Day Cup campaign begins 
with the visit of Hampshire on April 
27, while T20 action kicks off at home 
to Essex on July 9. 

The county championship season 
concludes on September 25 at Can¬ 
terbury as Kent take on Glamorgan.

“I look forward to supporting the 
county to the best of my ability dur¬ 
ing my term and wish the squads all
